THE BLACK SNAKE. 


He Is as aiucli at. Homo In Tree Toys M 


oil Terra Ifiriun. 


There has boon much discussion among 


naturalists and iu sportsmen's journals 
ror-ardiug the ability of the black snako, 
our one constrictor, to travfil swiftly 
nniid tho branches. Ten thousand iiiou 
have seen the sleek black streak of ropo 
accomplish the feat easily. Here is but 
Kio incident: 


The black snake's habitat includes Illi- 


nois

of the couter of tho state, and perhaps a 
little'west of the center lino drawn 
north and south. There are some very 
good woods in Lasalle county, because 
through that county run two of tho 
Mississippi's tributaries — the Illinois 
and one of its brunches, the Vermilion.

It is worth 
the telling, because it illustrates the 
black snake's nimbleuess among thu tree 
tops: 
Wandering along cautiously and qui- 


etly looking for a shot on either side, 
the young man heard suddenly an un- 
common rustling among the leaves 
above him. Ho looked up and saw some- 
thing that astonished him. A fox squir- 
rel—and a fox squirrel is the biggest of 
the squirrel kind—was leaping from 
limb to limb, from tree to treo, in mortal 
affright, evidently fleeing from some 
deadly enemy. Close behind him, curv- 
ing twining and twisting, but with all 
details of its locomotion invisible from 
below, so swift its progress and so easy 
its passing from limb to limb and tree 
to tree, came three to five feet of black- 
ness. It was a black snake pursuing the

Salting Fruit*. 


It is tho custom in Italy to ship fruits 


in large casks filled with salt and brine. 
The fruit is sliced or cut in pieces and 
immediately put into the pickle. This 
fashion of shipping has its advantage 
over ordinary methods in that the fruit 
prepared need not be so fresh as that 
which is shipped whole and wrapped in 
papers or packed in boxes. Fruits of 
this sort are subjected to the most rigid 
scrutiny, as one imperfect specimen 
may infect the entire parcel. The salted 
fruit upon reaching its destination is 
soaked in fresh water until all traces of 
salt have disappeared. While this meth- 
od may be tolerated in emergencies, the 
flavor and quality are so much impair- 
ed that shippers are looking for some 
other way of preserving their product-

DEBATE ON IMMiGBATIOff BILL. 


Mr. Teller Offers an Important Amend- 


ment to the Xicaragua Canal Measure. 
Senator 
Vllaa 
Continues 
His Talk 


Against Tune In the Senate and IIa* 


. Not Yet Concluded. 


Washington, Feb. 3—The feature of 


the senate was a very spirited debate 
on the conference report on the im- 
migration bill. ' 


Mr. Gibson of Maryland opposed the 


report, and 
Mr. Lodge defended it. 


After two hours' struggle toe report 
went over and the Nicaragua canal 
bill was taken up, Mr. Vilas continu- 
ing his remarks. 


Mr. Teller of Colorado also entered 


the debate in opposition to the meas- 
ure. , Early in the day Mr. Chandler in- 
troduced a resolution. 


Mr. Chandler said he would call up 


the resolution in a day or so, for the 
purpose of making a few remarks in 
striking contrast to those recently 
made by the gold monometallist from 
Wisconsin (Vilas) and the silver mon- 
ometallist from South Dakota (Petti- 
grew), who had joined hands in vot- 
ing against the bill for an interna- 
tional monetary conference. 


The hill was passed pensioning the 


surviving members of Gray's battalion 
of Arkansas volunteers. 


Mr. Lodge then called up the confer- 


ence report on the 
immigration bill 


and sought to secure its adoption. To 
thin, however, objection was made by 
Mr. Gibson (Dem., Md.), who made a 
point of order against the bill as a 
whole. 


He declared that the conference 


commlttne had far exceeded its powers 
and had injected new legislation into 
the measure, thus violating the rules 
of the senate. Mr. Gibson said the 
bill had been so changed that wives 
would be separated from their hus- 
bands, repeating the cruelties of slave 
days. 


Mr. Lodge, in charge of the bill, de- 


fended the conference report, and in 
vigorous terms arraigned the 
steam- 


ship lines opposing this measure, par- 
ticularly the North German Lloyd. 


This company, subsidized by a for- 


eign government, not only had its 
agents at the capitol, but had their 
agents telegraph threats 
to senators 


nnd members. 


From this same source came reports 


that the president would veto this bill. 
No president would make such a state 
ment before seeing a 
bill. It came 


from the same quarter as that sending 
telegrams to congress. 
This samo 


steamship company will carry its raid 
from the Capitol to the White House. 
When a great 
foreign corporation 


sought to take senatorg by the throat 
It was time to limit this insolent use 
of corporate power. 


Mr. Lodge resented the 
statement 


that the hill would separate man and 
wife and renew the cruelties of slave 
days. 


The bill sought to make a 
broad 


limitation against Illiteracy, and if an 
exception was made as to wives, it 
would have to he made as to brothers, 
sisters, etc. 
There would be none of 


the heartrending results depicted by 
Mr. Gibson. 


At the close of Mr. Lodge's remarks 


Mr. Morgan called up the Nicaragua 
canal hill. 


Mr. Teller (Rep., Colo.), 
proposed 


amendments to the bill providing that 
the United States shall not assume any 
liability in constructing the canal. 


Mr. Teller said ho would debate the 


bill as long as it wa-3 necessary, be it 
one day or two. 
Continuing, he said 


those who opposed the bill were not 
responsible if legislation was blocked. 


Mr. Vilas offered a substitute for the 


canal bill which he asked should be 
read and printed. He contested Mr. 
Morgan's declaration that the conces- 
sion did not expire until April next. 
Mr. Vilas did not conclude. 


During the day Mr. Tloach (Dem., N. 


D.1, presented the credentials of 'his 
colleague. Mr. Hansbrough, for an- 
other term. 


Among the hills presented was one 


by Mr. Mills (Dem., To\.) to increase 
the pp>nsio,n of the survivors of the 
war of 1S12 to $30 por month.

More UetKllB About tin: Famine Suffer- 


ers 111 itlUill. 


Kaipur, Feb. 3.—The poorhouses are 


a fair criterion of the condition of the 
people of tbe^amine stricken districts 
of India. 


Besides the professional beggars, 


they are 
crowded with laborers re- 


duced to the last stage of skeletons. 
Their bodies are emaciated and 
the 


skin is hanging in large folds. Others 
have swollen stomachs, the 
sign of 


acute privation. It is found that the 
cattlemen and field workers, usually 
lusty men, are unable to do anything, 
and the women are in the same condi- 
tion. 


One woman, who was lately confined, 


has been attacked with 
rheumatism, 


caused by exposure, and is paralyzed. 
Her baby is horrible to look at. 
Its 


limbs are about the size of pipe stems 
and its sunken eyes have a most pit- 
eous look. 
No 
provision has been 


made for these cases. The minimum 
dole of food is only enough to keep 
body and soul together, it does not 
suffice to build up the system again. 
This is where the private charity is 
wanted. 


It is useless to attempt to send the 


natives to the hospitals, they prefer to 
die.

of Spanish Royalty. 


Madrid, Feb. 3.—Serious strikes and 


bread riots have occurred here and at 
Aranjues, the site of the royal resi- 
dence of Spain.
